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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. , 

2. Claims 1 -4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bidlack et al. (US 5,964,686) in view of Urban et al. (US 5,259,255). 

Bidlack et al. discloses a machine for processing material into blanks comprising 
frame 28; feed rollers 43, 45; transverse beam 32; first set of tools 40; second set of 
tools 34 (see figures 4-6). The tools are set up for transverse movement along beam 
32. Second set of tools 34 is moved by engaging endless belt 52, however the first set 
of tools 40 operate with actuator 50. Bidlack et al. do not teach a second endless belt 
for translating the first set of tools however, Urban et al. disclose an apparatus for 
processing a sheet material 1 and positioning tools in a transverse direction of the 
motion of the sheet material 1 comprising linear guide means 8, first and second sets of 
tool holders 4 and 5, connecting/clamping means 14, driven line comprising endless belt 
18 and 19, drive means 20, slide means 6, stopper means 28 for locking the slides in 
set positions on guide means 8 or 9 (see column 4, lines 41-53); see figures 1 -2. The 
tool holders 4 are moved individually by clamping upon either side of belt 18 or 19 and 
then released upon reaching the desired position. Tool holders 4 are provided with 
slide means 6 (upper and lower) for sliding upon laterally displaced guide means 8. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include the 
teachings of Urban et al. in the invention to Bidlack et al. for transporting the sets of 
tools in a desired manner. 

Regarding claim 3, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to use one common motor for driving both sets of 
endless belts.
